What do you think of being classified as a 
heavymetal-band? 

Fredrlk: We take it as a compliment. 

Johnny: The best I've heard was when a guy from 
Luleb said 'HELLOWEEN goes hardcore' about our 
album. 

Tobbe: Helloween are gods! 

So you're trying to sound heavymetal? 

Tobbe: That's the way it is. 

Fredrik: It's natural. The more you listen to 
heavymetal the more you'd like to play it. IVe always 
listened to heavymetal. 

Tobbe: I think it's like this, heavymetal last longer 
than all hardcore-bands that just pop up and 
disappear before you have got in to it. 
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Are you satisfied with 
the record? 

Fredrik: I'm not 

satisfied with what I 
play. Neither 
sound. It could 
been done better. 
According to the 
circumstances I'm 
pretty pleased. 


What kind of 
umstances? 

Fredrik: We 
a full length CD at the 
same time 
'Outbound', which 
was supposed to be 
a singel to the record 
that should 
released a month 
after. Then 'Out-bound' 
was del-ayed until the beginning of june 
and then Birdnest refused to release 
anymore during the summer. When they 
finally wanted to release it in the beginning 
of September we didn't want to release it 
because it was like five months after we 
recorded it and we 
had new songs 
that were much 
better. 

Then Jon started to play with Refused and 
moved of to Umed and we almost never 
rehearsed. We thought of recording in No¬ 
vember but the songs weren't tight enough 
along with the fact that Jon wasn't around. 
So we recorded in the beginning of 
January instead. 


Are you disapp¬ 
ointed cause of the 
delay? 

Fredrik: We had 
songs and we really 
wanted to do a new 
record. Then Jon 
came and we 
started to record 
even though I had 
only heard half of all 
the songs. So we 
rehearsed and 
made parts of the 
songs in the studio. 
That's because I'm 
not pleased. 

How does the mu¬ 
sic- and lyricwrit¬ 
ing work out? 

Fredrik: Jon and 

Johnny writes the songs and they write stuff 
that is quite the same, well, it sounds the 
same - you can't really hear that Jon isnt 
around anymore! On the new songs, not 
on the record that is, he hasn't written 
anything. About lyrics he have written most 
of it though. I've

So it's Birdnest who determines what 
will be released? 

Fredrik: Birdnest owns Desperate fight, it's 
just a subsidiary. 
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What do you think of him leaving you 
for Refused then? You think he let 
you down? 

Fredrik: No, I don't think so. I guess he 
just wanted to be in a bigger band, go 
on tour... More like, take the easy way 
so to speak. 

Nobody would say no to Refused. 

[Well actually. Final Exit say that they 
would, and Louie & Rebellion does it all 
the time!). 

Fredrik: No. thatstrue.

What are you aiming to 
be doing? 

Fredrik: Well, if my 
ears haven't 
popped out I've 
gotta be a sound 
engineer - right now 
I'm working as one 
so... I've learnt the 
most through my dad who's also a sound 
engineer. 

Tobbe: I just wanna continue to rock!! I can 
always get in some band, hopefully... 
Otherwise I'll have to go back to school, I 
guess. 

Fredrik.- When you're 28?! 

Tobbe: Yeah! In ten years I'll know if the 
music has got somthing in behold for me 
or not. 

Well can't you have the music on your 
spare time or so? 

Fredrik: If you wanna be good you have 
to spend more time on it than just have it 
as a hobby or so. Music is so difficult, 
nowadays when there's so many great 
bands and the competition- 
Tobbe: The competition is like this!! (stret¬ 
ching out his hands far as he can/Reb). 
You have to be yourself to win!! 


Saidiwas are nice guys! 
They sit at home with 
their Play Stations... 
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Shouldn't you be more as Saidlwas? 
With like, this special image etc... 

Fredrik: Actually that's how it is! I If you have 
this thing and get a lot of attention in the 
press - you got this image - then your'e 
gonna sell records too!! The music doesn't 
make that big difference... 

Tobbe: The music should come in first hand, 
but it doesn't and it's a pity... 

Johnny: My goal isn't to be known for being 
in a sxe-band, ifs for the music I'm doing... 
Tobbe: You don't want to become a term! 


Like some bands, they become a term 
cause they've got this image or they're 
straight edge etc. 

Fredrik: Like in the newspapers, when they 
write about some bands from Limed - Desp. 
fight records - it just says 'straight edge 
band from Umed' and it says no more! It's 
pretty low... It just says what straight edge 
means not what the music is like. 

Tobbe: I feel sorry for Refused who are mar¬ 
ked as the vegan-band Refused, not the 
music-band Refused. 

Would you take any job that you were 
offered if you hadn't got one? 

Tobbe: Noooo way!! Never... I'd rather be 
unemployed and live on allowances or just 


sweep the streets or something... 

Fredrik: Sweep the streets I imagine I could 
do, but I could never work in an office, ma¬ 
king a sack full of money - well everybody 
wants to, no one would say no to that 
cause money rules our lives... But what kind 
of life is that?! Sit in an office, talk shit and 
receive a shitload of money... 

But you won't be able to get any 
allowance when you've finished school! 
Fredrik: Well, I'd rather be happy doing 
what I like than to be well-educated and 
rich... 

Tobbe: If I was well-educated it 
would be cause I wanted to be 
enlightened, sort of...

Yeah, is it a german label? 

Peder: Yes, it's called Alveran records. 


How did you get in contact with them 
then? 

Peder: They called us up- 

Andre: It was Abhi-K who sold it to them on 

their European tour and then they contacted 

us. 

Has it worked out well? 

Peder: They're wonderful guys and it has 
worked out perfect. We have regular phone 
contact. 

What other bands do they have that one 
might know of? 

Peder: They've got bands like Stale, Surefire. 
Just german bands but actually they were 
gonna release Empathy but something 
fucked it up. They're not like a metal-label or 
emolabel. 

How would you like to describe your 
music then? 

Peder: It gets rather boring doing descriptions 
on our music because people gets prejudice 
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and I don't wanna categorize us in any way. 

When we saw you playing after Revive 
in Umea you wanted to point out that 
you also were a hardcore-band? 

Peeler: Well... eeh... 

Is it cause you don’t want people to let 
their preju-dice 
take over just 
cause you play a 
little bit different 
than the other 
Umea-bands? 

Peder: Yeah, 

something in that 
style... There's a 
couple of things that 
I deeply regret but 
that's because it was 
kinda like "not serious" 
in the beginning. Like 
we had love-yrics 
and kinda personal lyrics on the demo. Now, 
on the new record, we don't. It's just political 
lyrics. 

Do you think that there’ll be an evolu¬ 
tion within the hardcore-scene? Like in 
Umea, there’s mostly heavy bands not 
so great variation. 

Peder: Well, I don't think it's a new fenomena 
that it becomes different music styles. I don't 
think Umed is so metal-based,.. 

We got bands like Shield (not any-morell/Reb). 
But, no, there isn't that many - and now I don't 
mean to say that we are an emoband. But 
we do play a bit softer and there aren't that 
many bands that does that in Sweden. 

Well, what do you think about the term 
”emo”? We got a friend of ours with 
whom we repeatedly discuss this term. 
He says that emo doesn’t exist based 
upon the argument that all music 
contains emotions - "Your emotions are 
nothing but politics”. 

Peder: Like I said before, I don't like 
categorizing... I have also had discussions 
about whether emo has something to do with 
the music or only with the lyrics. If you listen to 
our music, you might say we're an emoband. 


But if you're talking about the traditional term 
you ought to sing about feelings and 
relationsships and we don't. 

I think that the basic concept within hardcore 
is unity and it's kinda contradictionary to split 
up the kids in like, metal-kids, emokids etc- 
But if you’re gonna 
describe what a 
band sounds like 
you easily use 
these terms 
although you can 
say that this band 
sounds like that 
band and so... 
Peder: Well there ain't 
no perfect system 
about how you ought 
to describe a band. 
But you often say that 
"they sound like them 
and them" and that's rather boring act-ually 

cause every band is special.at least the 

most are! 

Well, what happens with Bitter Sweet 
after the festival? 

Peder: I'm a bit worried cause I got a lawsuit 
against me waiting at home after an action 
towards Shell. 

Aahh, the thing we saw on TV? 

Peder: Yeah, we blocked their enter and the 
police arrested 17 persons. 

So who are the ones who organizes 
those actions then -1 mean, how do you 
pull things like that through? 

Peder: Well, we don't got like this chairman or 
so, we sort of turn down all forms of hierarchy. 
It's more of a natural rallying. 

Tell us some about SEKAC! 

Peder: Both of us are members. We meet up 
and discuss and so. I think we're supposed to 
function as a link between the straight edge- 
culture and traditional, political organizations. 

From the sXe-side you take straight edge- 
oriented issues into the politics. A lot of these... 
Anarcho and others, haven't seen the

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connections between the use of drugs-- how 
it contradicts a revolution. How it rather 
strenghtens the capitalistic system, and that's 
why we'd like to introduce these issues to 
Anarcho-groups and political organ-izations. 
And vice versa- like these cheezy hardcore- 
quotes "Lift my body, my mind my soul" etc - It 
feels like you've had enough of them?! Thafs 
why I think it's healthy that it has gotten more 
political 
emphasis. That's 
what the politi¬ 
cal groups shall 
return. Right now 
we're planning 
to do these pamphlets, and arrange a SEKAC- 
concert. 

Tell us some about the record, except 
for what’s been said already! 

Peder: Just talking about my vocals I think it's 
hard to hear that it is the same band actually! 
Or that you might hear... 

But I don't think it's compar-able, it's tighter, 
more profess-ional, carefully thoughtout. The 
vocals are more aggressive not as lameas on 
the demo. 

The songs are more advanced, we kinda have 
developed our musical skills, It's seven tracks. 


or six actually. The seventh is a bonus track 
when we play live in a garage; Andre plays 
drums on a couple of tree boxes, and acoustic 
guitars and we got one guy with this 
tambourine, clapping his hands and so - kinda 
cousy pitch. Then there's five new tracks and 
the first songs from the demo, a bit remixed. 
It's like a CDS so it's gonna cost about 40-50 
SEK(ca $7-8).

We were gonna rehearse with Plainville at 
Fiskens parents summerhouse in Bergsjo or 
more precisely in Knoppe. 

We had never been there before and first I 
drove there together with Fisken in Pats car. 
We had stuffed it full with music-stuff; the 
drumset, guitars and basses etc. Pat and Dan 
wouldn't fit in it. Then I drove back to Njurunda 
alone and took the buss together with Pat 
and Dan since Pat mother had to have to 
car. It was like a mission impossible, I only had 
this limited time cause of the bus and all. 

Then we got off the bus to early (everything 
looks the same down in Bergsjo!!) and we 
had to walk about 7km - Ok it was my fault 
but guess who complained their throats off? 
Yep, Pat and Dan (nowadyas proud militaries) 
- fckn crybabies. 

Anyway, we had really fun down in Knoppe 
at the summerhouse; we cooked some nice 
food (vege off course), we bathed and rowed 
thier boats - I used their kayak!

I thought it was gonna 
be another five minutes of that, but this guy started 
talkin about him being a cop, and how he had 
been releaved from his duties.

He was just gonna get himself 
together -then he told me he had skeletton can¬ 
cer and that he had two years left to live.

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an open letter to the scene 


It is essential that more people take the time 
and effort to uphold the underground music 
scene. I am writing in hopes to awaken some 
of the people who care about the welfare of 
the hardcore scene and the whole under¬ 
ground music scene in general, yet fail to see 
the actual danger and threats it faces. I am 
concerned by the way the true meaning of 
hardcore has been neglected and vastly 
misinterpreted. The sheer dedication to the 
scene is not as sacred as it was not too long 
ago. 

Hopefully we (SUBZERO) could help 
motivate people to become more involved 
and dedicated to the prosperity of the un¬ 
derground music world. The hardcore scene 
has a rich history of bands, like AGNOSTIC 
FRONT, CRO MAGS, MINOR THREAT and SSD. 
These are bands who were in it for the love of 
the music and the people whom they perfor¬ 
med. They sang of experience and life with 
emotion and soul, which exemplifies the 
authenticity of the HC scene. 

SUBZERO is a hardcore band! We are 
devoted to keeping the scene that we grew 
up with alive, in the spirit of the bands before 
us. We are not in it to become rich and famous 
MTV stars, but for the simple and honest 
reasons that we love the music, respect the 
scene and the people out there willing to 
listen. Our band has been around for 5 years 
without breaking up and in that time we never 
made more than $100 for playing a show. 
Sometimes we get no money at all. We all 
need regular jobs to survive. 

Hardcore is not just a category of music, 
it's a lifestyle. Hardcore is a very positive thing. 
It's people coming together to support their 
scene on their own and without the help of 
prestigious big businesses. It is an indepen¬ 
dent group of people brought together by 
similar experiences and beliefs, people who 


put on their own shows, publish their own 
magazines and release their own records, 
CD's and tapes by themselves or with the 
backing of indie labels. 

The supporters of the scene are coming 
out to see bands which they can relate to 
and depend on for an outlet. Most of the time 
you only need a demo tape to gain a 
following ( just to reiterate, it's done out of 
sheer enjoyment and passion for the scene; 
not money). We are in this to preserve the 
scene and so are most of the people involved. 

When a band gets signed away to the 
majors, the door and merchandise prices at 
their shows rise above what a lot of loyal fans 
can afford. The band is more than likley to be 
exploited by the company, causing more 
shows to sell out to "followers" and leaving more 
dedicated fans without a ticket. 

Indie labels and bands supported by 
them don't require much money to survive, 
therefore door and merchandise prices are 
kept low so people without a lot of money 
can still enjoy a show and bring something 
home with them to show for it. This keeps the 
clubs packed, fans happy and gets the bands 
enough money to survive until their next gig. 
This is what makes the underground revolve. 
By running it ourselves and keeping money 
hungry businesses out we are maintaining the 
scene! 

I know that I am not alone in saying I am FED 
UP with mainstream TV and radio constantly 
broadcasting false interpretations about the 
underground music scene! They are feeding 
ignorant and naive people the wrong ideas 
about underground music! It brings bad seeds 
into the scene and draws the One example 
of what I'm trying to say here is, by exploiting 
the "slamdance" for instance, MTV is attracting 
these oversized, testosterone filled jocks in

flannel (grunge jockers) whose only knowledge 
of this dance is of what they can see on TV. 
They wind up playing football in the pit with 
some helpless little kid who just wants to have 
a good time. Ultimately the jock gets bashed 
by one of the tough kids in the scene. 

Consequently, this attracts bad press which 
misinterprets the event, making it look like it 
was the tattooed kid who started the whole 
thing rather than the average looking kid next 
door. As a result, the club is shut down, we're 
all made out to be a bunch of hoods and 
other clubs in the area are skeptical about 
having these kinds of shows anymore! It all 
started with the exploitation of the 
'slamdance'l 

As disappointing as this may sound, a lot of 
the blame goes to the bands that sold 
themselves to big businesses. Why is this OK 
now, but when I was a kid growing up in the 
scene the supreme sin was signing with a ma¬ 
jor label! These bands, who shall remain 
nameless, were the center of their own scene, 
but now their outstanding talents are feeding 
some money hungry pig who they have most 
likley never met before! They are 
capitalizing on what we once held sacred, 
not only the labels, but the bands as well! 

Meanwhile it's a slap in the face to all of us 
devoted ones for standing by these bands 
and living by the beliefs that they taught us 
only to be let down by circumstances leading 
to their success! 

Think about it! There is no way around it 
because it's the truth! I think it's a shame that a 
lot of people today are just so willing to let 
their beliefs slide by and just step right over 
the ethics that have held this scene together 
for so long! I think these great bands have 
sold themselves short. 

What happens when this trend dies down? 
Will the label neglect them because the 


money that these bands were bringing in is 
not there anymore? Will the band be 
accepted back into the scene that they 
came from, or will their original fans have lost 
respect for them? Can we still look at them as 
hardcore bands? 

To be quite frank, I'm sick and tired of 
seeing people slamming and stage diving to 
Neil Young while the CRO MAGS struggle to 
get a decent sized crowd anywhere outside 
of NYC! I'm sick of hearing the kids who used 
to make fun of us for years because of the 
music we chose to listen to, now try to tell US 
what hardcore and punk rock is about! I'm 
sick of them disrespecting something that 
we've all worked so hard to build and pre¬ 
serve on our own by treating it like some kind 
of high school trend! 

Most of all. I'm sick of hearing these well 
known, tight ass, TV and radio personalities 
say the words 'MOSH PIT'!!! This must STOP!!! It's 
offending!!! 

We have to teach the younger kids who 
really want to be involved in the scene what 
the true meaning of underground music is. It's 
time to start educating so that we could take 
back what was ours! 

I hope IVe motivated some of you people 
out there to take action and help preserve 
the culture of underground music and what it 
stands for. You're all capable of making a 
significant difference no matter how small your 
actions may seem! Keep educating the youth 
by putting out your zines! Keep running those 
indie labels, college radio stations and un¬ 
derground clubs! Keep on going to shows to 
support the underground bands out there! Do 
whatever you can to keep this scene alive! 
Get out there and make an effort before it's 
too late!

I guess a lot of people complain about 
bringing business into hardcore and 
that makes special bands more 
attractive to certain labels, e.g Victory. 

Asa: Business, why... If you're gonna make 
a living out of it you certainly need to put 
some money into it and try to make money 
out of it. He (Tony) spends day and night at 
his label, just recently he's hired two 
assistents - he hasn't had vacation in about 
four years. Ok you can call it business but 
he works his ass off too! 


Well, a lot of people complain about 
these bigger labels that rip people off 
of money, make business out of 
hardcore etc. But what would it 
become of hardcore if there were no 
labels that could distribute these 
bigger bands, which there is sich a 
huge demand for? 

Asa: Well, allmost every label rip people 
in some way or another, doesn't matter 
how big or small they are. What matters 
is what people that works there. Some 
are bastards. But if you've got a 
contract... You've got to have things like 
"business-way" to survive. It's not about 
devastating rainforest, it's about music... 

I mean, if your'e not supposed or allowed 
to make a living out of the music you're 
playing you'd have to quit when you 
reached the age of 18.Cause when 
you're out of school you won't be able to 
combine playing at lousy shows and work 
at the same time. If you refuse to sell hot 
dog or something like that you will not be 
able to just take vacation for going on 
tour. I mean, if you want to have a decent 
future you have to work and then you can't 
just go on tour every now and then. Either 
you have to make a living out of making 
music or else you won't make any money 
and then you'd have to live on social 
allowance, and you wouldn't want that... 
Sara S: Obviously you start a label cause 
you want to release records and sell 
records. I don't think you start a label for 
you own sake- 

Asa: -to become a celebrity, or to be loyal 
towards to kids or whatever... 

Well, I guess you think it's funny when 
some of these labels sign these bands 
that really sells records, bands that 
differs from the other bands on that 
specific label - such as Revelation 
signing No Fun At All, etc... 
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Ok, I was thinking we could talk some 
about sexism. How would you define it 
and have you had any personal 
experiences of it?

In the north of NJurunda is SVL located 
(Sundsvall). We, the NJ-rebels, go there to 
see a concert sometimes. SVL has never, 
until recently, had a good and supporting 
scene but it’s still a scene. 

I clearly remember my first punk-rock 
concert in SVL. I had very high expectations 
and I wasn’t disappointed when it was over 
and done. I continued to go to SVL when 
there was a concert and that wasn’t often.

Before I became vegetarian I looked 
upon life out of a different point of view. Not 
that I thought life was worthless but more 
like the 'average-man' \ didn't think so 
much about whether animals feel pain or 
not, maybe I didn't care. I guess I thought 
that if I caused them pain it was only natu¬ 
ral - those who are stronger than me 
causes me pain etc, so I was kinda justified 
in some way or another. Anyway, except 
for eating meat I also used to fish! 
Yeah, you know, buying expensive stuff like 
rods and reels - bait 8c lures that would just 
disappear in the rivers and lakes. Buying 
new baits - kind of a cycle! 

I found this hobby to be very 
satisfactionary when I was about twelve 
years of age and developed some skills 
under the five forthcoming years that I 
practiced it. Then when I got seventeen I 
started listening to music which carried 
messages about vegetarianism and 
taking your responsibility. Not only did I get 
aware about the negative aspects of 
meat, I also started to think! (Yea, you know 
like when you go to bed and can't sleep). 

Slowly I started to do things my way, or 
the way which I believed was right. After 
collecting facts about things I put them 
into action. I quit eating meat. Then I quit 
drinking. And I also quit fishing. In the 
nearest future I started to avoid animal- 
tested cosmetics and avoid to support 
things that I thought could be harmful to 
others. With these statements I do not try to 
claim myself to be PC or something (PC 
rules!)- I'm not even vegan, yet. But I'm 
working on myself - constantly. 


Nowadays I often go down to the river - 
Ljungan - and sit there, thinking about 
the past, letting nature feed me with 
impressions.

My love to nature was founded under 
these years and I wouldn't say I was all 
that ignorant cause even back then I 
used to raise my voice about the 
environment - in newspapers as well as to 
people I talked to. The rivers of Sweden 
were/are severly attacked by diseases as 
M74 and UDN which strikes against the 
salmon and the trout - about 80-90% of 
all die. There's almost no reproduction at 
all! Swedens government has signed a 
treaty to save all threatened animals at 
all costs, but efforts to save the salmon 
has not been taken until now - and these 
diseases were detected about fifteen 
years ago!

What I really miss is sitting at the campfire 
at night, with that cup of coffe or chocolate 
- the only sources of heat within miles. You 
got all these clothes on cause it's a bit cold 
even though it's summer. It might rain so 
you pull on your rainjacket and lean back 
under the tree. Some ducks are swimming 
across the river. You can hear the stream. 
Water. 

I love water. I can't swim though - well not 
at least good enough to say so. 

I don't know why I'm not doing these things 


anymore. I guess I have no reason to be 
down by the river nowadays when I don't 
fish — IVe thought about going down 
there and fish as ususal without a bait on 
cause it's really awesome to cast with the 
flyfishing-rod 11 It really is... 

If I'd say that I don't like fishing - having 
a fish on the hook and drilling it in to the 
shore - I'd be lying. But I can't justify it 
anymore. When I was fifteen I knew that I'd 
keep on fishing until I'd die. I knew that when 
I got older I'd go on these fishing-trips to 
Alaska or something like that. Fishing was 
my life - if I had nothing to do I packed my 
fishing-bag, grabbed my rod and went 
down to Ljungan. 
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I have this friend of mine. He'd call me up 
and ask if I wanted to join him fishing. The 
thing is that we usually talked and ate more 
sandwiches than we fished. I meet this other 
guy when I just had gotten into fishing. He 
also got interested and soon we explored 
this hobby together - we had such crazy 
ideas about how get fish, where the best 
lakes were etc. 

One time we went to a grave-yard with 
this stream floating through. Everyone 
thought that stream was just an overgrown, 
shitty little stream with no fish in it. It turned 
out it was full of well-grown Graylings and 
Whitefishes etc - after fishing there for some 
weeks we got caught by the fishing police 
- it's kinda forbidden to fish there! Luckily 
we knew him and he let us go. 

These days are gone. Memories are still 
there. Memories of fun and joy. Of naivity. 
Of comfortability - During the best time in 
my life Iwas doing something bad but I 
can't forget all the fun I had. And it was fun! 
Fun cause I didn't think of any other aspects 
than ifs fun to fish. If I'd go down and fish 
now and a fish would bite the fly I'd get this 
weird feeling. It wouldn't be as fun when 
you know that someone else is suffering 


because of you - under the condition that 
you care of course. 

It's funny, cause when I look back on 
my life it's seems as if I've had the most fun 
when I was kind of naive - like when I didn't 
really know what I was doing and so... 
When you had these really crazy ideas 
and expectations. Now you can laugh 
about it, but sometimes I feel as if I'm 
growing up cause things gets more serious 
all the time. Most of the kids you grew up 
with, have become so mature in their way 
of thinking. A couple of years ago you used 
to do this stupid things and have these 
weird ideas together. 

I don't want to adapt to all these adult 
ideals that limit you from a lot of things (and 
I don't even wanna folk about the adult 
male ideals). 

I guess I'll meet some of these people 
later in my life and well talk about the things 
we did together. Maybe the class I 
attended will have this reunion-thing when 
we're forty or so. We'll team up at someones' 
summerhouse and have a BBQ, there'll 
be hot dogs and burgers for everyone - 
the guys'll play soccer, and afterwards 
we'd have some beers and talk memories.
